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TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES:

As provided by the Federal Advisory Committee Act, I am
pleased to transmit the Twelfth Annual Report on Federal
Advisory Committees.

In fiscal year 1983, Federal advisory committees
contributed significant expertise to the discussion of
important issues facing our Nation. With the assistance of
these committees major initiatives were undertaken in areas
such as social security reform, national security, and
government efficiency. Other committees furnished valuable
advice to Federal agencies concerned with scientific research,
health programs, environmental issues, international
diplomacy, as well as economic, social and cultural affairs.

Since 1981, Federal agencies have achieved substantial
overall savings in advisory committee program costs while
continuing to make active use of committees in the government
decision—making process. These savings have been achieved
without the sacrifice of the guality advice the agencies have
required. The participation of the best possible members on a
voluntary basis where possible, but on a compensatory basis
where appropriate, must continue to be the goal. I plan to
issue shortly a memorandum to Executive branch agencies
proViding further guidance to sustain and improve upon these
accomplishments.

The efficient and selective use of advisory committees
was one of the major objectives of the Congress in enacting
the Federal Advisory Committee Act. I am particularly
concerned that advisory committees be established only when
they are necessary, that they be carefully supported and
monitored during their existence, and that they be promptly

terminated when their mission is completed.
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I commend the members who have served on advisory
committees and thank them for sharing their experience,
knowledge and advice. Advisory committees can and have
demonstrated the value of a continuing partnership between

citizens and their government.

I have the honor of submitting the Twelfth Annual Report
on Federal Advisory Committees for your consideration
and transmittal to the Congress.

Consistent with your policy of promoting active citizen
involvement in the government decision-making process,
Federal agencies held 11 percent more advisory committee
meetings during fiscal year 1983. Yet total committee
costs rose only 2 percent during the same period, and

the average per meeting cost declined by a substantial

8 percent. In short, agencies continued the recent trend
of doing more with less.

GSA advisory committee management initiatives durlng
‘fiscal year 1983 included:

*implementing a new interim regulation aimed at
improving advisory committee management and
program oversight. The rule incorporated
numerous suggestions contained in previous
annual reports. :

*performing follow-up surveys of Federal agencies
to gain a more detailed view of committee
activities and costs. The results of those
surveys are included in this report.

*automating membership data and developing statis-
tical profiles of membership occupation groups
and places of residence which are included in
this report.

*establishing a volunteer task force of Federal
agency personnel to review current cost reporting
methods used by agencies and to develop a uniform
cost reporting system which will make advisory
committee data more accurate and timely.



GSA shall continue to provide the leadership to assist agencies
in improving the usefulness and efficiency of advisory commit-
tees. We shall also encourage agencies to assure that those
who serve as committee members derive the personal satisfaction
that comes from performing meaningful public service.

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Introduction

This is the Twelfth Annual Report of the President to
the Congress on the activities, status, and changes
in the composition of Federal Advisory Commit-
tees.” For the first time the report covers the period
October 1, 1982-September 30, 1983, consistent
with legislation approved by Congress changing the
report cycle from a calendar to a fiscal year basis. To
accommodate this transition advisory committee
data for the months of October-December, 1982, are
necessarily included in both the Eleventh and
Twelfth Annual Reports. (See Chart l.)

Congress enacted the Federal Advisory Com-
mittee Act (FACA) in 1972 to establish uniform
standards for advisory committees of the executive
branch, to monitor their number and activity, and
to assure public access to and awareness of their
deliberations. Since 1977, the General Services
Administration (GSA) through its Committee Man-
agement Secretariat (CMS) has been assigned

responsibility by FACA and Presidential Executive
Order for overseeing and reporting advisory com-
mittee activities of Federal agencies.

Advisory committees serve the American peo-
ple by enabling Federal agencies to utilize the ex-
pertise of private citizens which otherwise might not
be available. These committees provide broad pol-
icy advice on major national issues, develop spe-
cific technical recommendations on agency prob-
lems, or review and recommend action on requests
for financial grants.

A number of advisory committees captured na-
tional headlines during 1983 as they grappled with
important economic or strategic problems facing
our Nation including the National Commission on
Social Security Reform; the National Bipartisan
Commission on Central America, otherwise known
as the "Kissinger Commission”; and the President's
Commission on Strategic Forces, sometimes called

the “MX Missile Panel” or “Scowcroft Commission.”
The vast majority of advisory committees, however,
work in relative anonymity, known primarily to their
sponsoring agencies, and to those groups and indi-
viduals most affected by their deliberations.

The contributions of public-spirited citizens who
serve on advisory committees can be enormous,
and their efforts can affect the breadth of our Na-
tion's economic, scientific, and social fabric.

Advisory Committee Meetings

in fiscal year 1983, 973 Federal advisory com-
mittees held a total of 3,733 meetings, an 11 percent
increase over the previous reporting year. The fre-
quency of meetings also increased during the same
period from an average of 3.5 to 3.8 meetings per
committee as shown in Chart Ii.

The range of activity extended from 136 commit-
tees which reported holding no meetings to 22

committees which met more than 20 times each
during the year. GSA noted that a substantial num-
ber, 14 percent, of all chartered committees held no
meetings and yet accounted for the expenditure of
$659,000. (See Chart lil.) This represented a de-
cline from the previous year when 194 committees
spent $1,241,000 without holding meetings.

In 1983, GSA received numerous requests from
the Congress, Federal agencies, and the public for
more information about inactive committees which
were discussed in the President’s Eleventh Annual
Report. GSA targeted 120 of those committees in a
follow-up survey of eighteen Federal agencies.
Committees either newly established or terminated
during calendar year 1982 were excluded from the
survey.

In responses received from the eighteen sur-
veyed agencies, a number of explanations were
common to several agencies and committees.
Seven agencies identified one or more of their inac-
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tive committees as candidates for termination, and
during fiscal year 1983, several of those committees
were terminated. Agencies also identified a number
of obsolete committees which remain chartered be-
cause of their statutory origin. These agencies cited
previous unsuccessful efforts to obtain legisiative
action to abolish defunct committees, leaving
numerous advisory committees in a “dead-but-
alive” status. GSA recommends that the Congress
eliminate inactive, statutorily-created committees
which no longer serve any purpose except to add
administrative cost to the advisory committee pro-
gram.

Although some inactive advisory committees
were recommended for termination, agencies of-
fered various justifications for retaining other com-
mittees included in the survey. Reasons offered for
temporary inactivity included:

® Agency Reorganization.

Personnel or program realignments within agencies
caused a number of delays in scheduling advisory
committee meetings, rendering some committees
inactive during the reporting period. This was espe-
cially true in HHS where six committees were inac-
tive during reorganizations.

® Budgetary Restrictions.

Budget constraints affected advisory committees of
numerous agencies including the Nuclear Regu-
latory Commission, Department of Justice, and De-
partment of Education.

® “As Needed Basis” for Some Committees.
Afew agencies explained that their inactive commit-
tees meet on an “as needed” or intermittent basis.
Such committees reportedly cost little to maintain
but are available to deal with special agency prob-
lems on a timely and efficient basis.

® Delays in Appointing Committee Members.
Delays in appointing committee members was by

far the most important reason offered by the De- -

partment of the Interior which had 53 inactive com-
mittees included in the survey. (in fiscal year 1983,
interior committees holding no meetings dropped to
34 from the total of 73 reported the previous year.)

Other explanations included staffing problems,
lack of a clearly defined committee agenda, report-
ing errors, and lack of cooperation by other par-
ticipating agencies. In one instance, a committee
became “inactive” because its scheduled annual
meeting was postponed by the unexpected death of
a committee member. The Department of Energy
did not provide information about two of its inactive
commiittees included in the survey.

Some agencies suggested that a lack of formal
meetings did not preclude work from being per-
formed during the year, such as site visits, staff re-
search, and “homework” by committee members.

Costs assigned to committees which did not
meet were most often attributed to staff salaries and
related administrative overhead. A few agencies of-
fered no explanation at all for the reported cost of
their committees included in the survey.

GSA has concluded that continuation of many of
the committees surveyed was justified. However,
GSA has strongly urged closer scrutiny of advisory
committees by senior agency management to as-
sure that committees remain essential to the agen-

Chart V

cy's mission. Committees lacking a clearly defined
agenda or receiving little direction from senior
agency management may be searching for a mis-
sion in order to develop a life of their own.

Advisory Committee Activities

GSA reviewed committee activities and accom-
plishments reported by agencies for fiscal year
1983. Some agencies furnished detailed reports
and carefully documented committee contributions.
Others provided a standardized response about
committees’ accomplishments in lieu of identifying
individual committee activities. Some agencies re-
ferred GSA to reports filed in previous years as an
explanation of committee activities and accom-
plishments for fiscal year 1983.

Chart IV summarizes some advisory committee
activities in fiscal year 1983 as reported by selected
agencies.

On the basis of data furnished to GSA for this
annual report, agencies are proposing that in fiscal
year 1984, 113 of the committees existing in 1983 be
terminated, 3 be merged with other committees,
and 857 be continued. Agency recommendations
are summarized on Chart V.

Advisory committees operate under a variety of
circumstances to perform different missions. One of
the key objectives of the Congress in creating FACA
was to assure openness and public participation in
the wide range of committee proceedings. The law

Federal departments and agencies reported
spending a total of $75,896,000 to operate their ad-
visory committees in fiscal year 1983, a 2 percent
increase over the previous reporting year. Those
costs include compensation, travel, and per diem
expenses for members (where paid); staff support
costs (including salaries and other expenses of
Federal employees supporting the committees);
consulting fees; and administrative overhead such
as printing, rental space, and supplies. Advisory
committee costs for fiscal year 1983 are sum-
marized on Chart VIil.

Since 1980, total advisory committee ex-
penditures have declined from a peak of
$87,000,000, consistent with the President’s goal of
seeking program cost reductions and greater utiliza-
tion of resources. Even though total costs were up
slightly in 1983, advisory committee unit costs went
down. Not only did the cost per committee decline
slightly from $78,200 to $78,000, but more signifi-
cantly, committees held 381 additional meetings,
resultingin an 8 percent decline in the cost per meet-
ing from $22,100 in 1382 to $20,300 in 1983.

If inflation is considered in a cost comparison,
overall 1983 costs, measured in 1982 dollars, re-
mained constant and perhaps declined slightly from
the previous year. To better determine the underly-
ing causes for the overall cost trend of the advisory
committee program, GSA in 1983 conducted a
follow-up survey of Federal agencies using the
most recent data available. In calendar year 1982
Federal agencies in the aggregate had achieved a
cost reduction of approximately eight percent from
the previous year.

GSA surveyed nineteen agencies which had re-
ported a change of at least 20% in the 1982 cost of
their advisory committee operations, including ten
agencies showing increases and nine showing
decreases.

Nine of the agencies reporting increases attribu-
ted them to three major causes: the establishment
of additional advisory committees, an increase in
committee activity, or a change in the method of
reporting advisory committee costs. The National
Endowment for the Arts, the tenth agency reporting
an increase, failed to respond to the GSA survey.

The cost reductions reported by the other nine
agencies were attributed to committee terminations
or reductions in committee meetings, activities, or
expenses. Three of these agencies also attributed
part of their reductions to reporting discrepancies or
updated data.

The GSA survey is summarized in Chart IX.

A valid comparison of advisory committee costs
requires consistent data. GSA believes that consid-
erable discrepancy exists in data reported by agen-
cies, with some agencies counting-both direct and
indirect costs and others omitting comparable data
from their reports. GSA attempted to improve com-
parability in 1982 by identifying several new specific
cost factors to be reported by all agencies. This
initiataive resulted in at least three of the agencies
attributing all or part of their reported cost increase
to the more detailed format. Since sixty Federal de-
partments and agencies used the same forms to
report advisory committee costs, it is likely that the
overall program cost reduction in 1982 might have
been even greater had the forms remained un-
changed from the previous year. The forms were
further refined for fiscal year 1983, having the same
net effect on comparisons with 1982 data.

To achieve more uniformity and accuracy in the
reporting process, GSA has established a task force
of committee management staff volunteers from
several agencies. That task force is developing a
cost-reporting proposal to be submitted to GSA.
There are tentative plans for GSA to implement this
new standard cost-reporting format in fiscal year
1984, :

This change will not only improve the reliability
of advisory committee data needed by the Presi-
dent and the Congress in their oversight roles, but
also will solve a problem for those agencies whose
thorough cost reporting in the past has given the
appearance of higher unit cost for their advisory
committees.

In many respects, advisory committees are a
bargain for the Federal Government in that they
allow Federal agencies to utilize high caliber exper-
tise from the private sector, often at marginal cost.
However, there are areas where cost performance
can be improved. In previous reports GSA has
" identified specific steps agencies should take to in-
crease committee productivity. Foremost among
these is recruiting qualified advisory committee
members to serve on a voluntary basis.

Nearly seven percent of the total cost of Federal
advisory committees is attributable to compensa-
tion paid to non-Federal members. In fiscal year
1983, compensation was the exception govern-
ment-wide with only 7,130 or 33 percent of the total
21,941 members being paid for their advisory com-
mittee service (See Chart X). Eighty percent of all
compensated members served on committees of
four agencies which have followed a universal
compensation policy (See Chart Xl). Some agen-
cies have made little or no use of qualified volun-
teers on their advisory committees, while other
agencies have successfully recruited experts from
all professions to serve on a noncompensated
basis.

Although there are circumstances where com-
pensation is necessary and appropriate, GSA be-

lieves that compensation should be the exception
rather than the rule for committee service.

Advisory Committee Members

It has been axiomatic that Federal advisory
committees are a microcosm of the American public
in that citizens of nearly every background and pro-
fession have served as committee members. in
drafting FACA, Congress expressed its desire that
advisory committee membership should be broad-
based and should be “fairly balanced in terms of the
points of view represented and the functions to be
performed.” Criteria for determining balance vary
from committee to committee and may include oc-
cupations, geographical aspects, economic points
of view, scientific disciplines, public versus private
interests, or other pertinent factors.

GSA automated and streamlined membership
records in 1983, making possible new statistical re-
ports to aid in the management and oversight of
committees.GSA developed an occupational profile
of committees and their sponsoring agencies by re-
questing agencies to assign each member a new
“occupation” and “industry” code. The occupation
code was taken from the Dictionary of Occupational
Titles published by the U.S. Department of Labor.
The industry code, devised by GSA, places each
member in one of five broad categories in the public
or private sector.

GSA implemented the occupational profile sys-
tem, using data on 17,000 committee members
submitted by agencies for the quarter ending Sep-
tember 30, 1983. A distribution of members by sig-
nificant accupationat and industry groups is shown
on Charts XIl and X1, respectively. Not surprisingly,
7,500 or 42 percent of all committee members came
from professions in private enterprise. The Federal
Government and state/local government were
evenly represented with approximately 1,700 per-
sons from each group.

While some occupations, such as managers
and miscellaneous professionals, could be foundon
advisory committees in nearly every agency, other
occupations tend to be agency and program spe-
cific. For example, 2,000 or 78 percent of members
from the fields of medicine and health were concen-
trated in committees of the Department of Health
and Human Services. Likewise, 185 or 88 percent of
members holding occupations in art served on
committees of the National Endowment for the Arts.
Occupational groups most frequently represented
on advisory committees of selected agencies are
identified on Chart XIV.

GSA also used available data to develop a pro-
file of advisory committee members by state of resi-
dence. Two thousand six hundred or 13 percent of
members included in the data base were identified

as coming from Washington, D.C. Maryland and "

Virginia contributed an additional 800 and 635
members respectively. The metropolitan Washing-
ton, D.C. area had the highest concentration of
members because of the frequent participation of
Federal officials as committee members and the
routine scheduling of committee meetings in
agency facilities located in the Nation's capital,
resulting in the use of experts who are available
locally (thereby helping hold down advisory commit-
tee costs).

California had 1,934 residents serving on Fed-
eral advisory committees. New York followed
closely with 1,857 members. On the lower end ofthe
scale, South Dakota contributed 53 members, while
the average number of members per state was 393.

Advisory committee membership was not lim-
ited to state residents or even to American citizens.
One hundred seventy-four members were identified
by agencies as foreign citizens or residents of U.S.
possessions and territories. Of this group, 68 mem-
bers were Canadian citizens, with others coming

The GSA Committee Management
Secretariat

The task of oversight of Federal advisory com-
mittee activities within the executive branch be-
longs to the Committee Management Secretariat
(CMS). Created by FACA and located originally
within the Office of Management and Budget, CMS
was transferred by Presidential Executive Order in
1977 to the General Services Administration.

Although FACA assigns CMS responsibility “for
all matters relating to advisory committees,” several
distinct functions have been performed historically
by the office. Most global of these functions has
been to maintain a file on each committee, including
a copy of the committee’s charter, reports submitted
by agencies, and other relevant correspondence
and documents related to the committee’s activities.
Through the CMS filing system, GSA monitors the
lite cycle of advisory commitiees.

Federal advisory committee activities are for-
mally summarized each year when CMS prepares
the annual report of the President which is submit-
ted to the Congress. The information in the report is
intended by GSA to support the President in setting
advisory committee policy objectives, assist Fed-
eral agencies in the management and control of
their own committees, and provide program data to
the Congress and the public. Historically, the report
consisted of a few statistical tables and an alphabet-
ical listing of committees and their sponsoring
agencies. More recently GSA has expanded the re-
port to include analysis of advisory committee data,
as well as program recommendations.

GSA through the Committee Management Sec-
retariat also plays a role in the establishment, re-
newal, and termination of advisory committees. For
a committee established by statute or the President,
CMS receives a pro forma copy of the charter and
monitors the committee’s activities. Agencies wish-
ing to establish or renew an advisory committee
submit a proposal to-CMS which is reviewed
through a process known as “consultation.” CMS
examines the proposal to assure its certification of
compliance with FACA, and, where appropriate, in-
vites program comments from the Office of Man-
agement and Budget and other Federal agencies.
The consultation process is completed when CMS
notifies the sponsoring agency of GSA's “concurr-
ence” or “nonconcurrence” in the proposal. Al-
though a “nonconcurrence” does not constitute a

veto, agencies rarely proceed to establish or renew
committees that are not supported by the GSA re-
view. As a practical matter, nonconcurrences occur
in fewer than five percent of the committees pro-
posed to GSA, since GSA believes the basic need
and justification for an advisory committee must be
established by the sponsoring agency.

CMS also performs a service function helping to
solve advisory committee management problems
experienced by agencies; by responding to agency
requests for legal and program advice; by dis-
seminating information government-wide on recent
legislative, judicial, or administrative actions affect-
ing committees; and by responding to public
inquiries about specific commitiee activities and
general program trends.

Examples of such services rendered during the
fiscal year 1983 include negotiating the settlement
of a dispute between the Department of the Interior
and an environmental organization about the status
of a working group studying wetiands preservation,
distributing and promoting GSA discount travel
information to help agencies save money on official
travel costs incurred for their advisory committee
members, and establishing a volunteer working
group to explore the feasibility of a handbook of
practical advisory committee management
information.

During the past year, CMS has begun convert-
ing advisory committee statistical records and data
from a paper to a computer base. This change will
simplify reporting procedures for Federal agencies
and make advisory committee program information
available on a currentrather than an historical basis.

Following this introduction, the Twelfth Annual
Report includes an alphabetical listing as well as a
listing by agency of all Federal advisory committees
which existed during all or part of fiscal year 1983.
The report also includes the names and telephone
numbers of the professional committee manage-
ment staff personnel for each department and
agency using advisory committees.

A series of appendices at the end of the report
include the text of the Federal Advisory Committee
Act, as amended; Executive Order 12024 ; the GSA
interim rule on advisory committee management;
copies of the forms completed by departments and
agencies which provided the information upon
which this reportis based; and additional charts and
tables of advisory committee program data. No in-
formation provided by Federal agencies has been
excluded from this report for reasons of national
security.

One
commenter asserted that the case law
does not preclude administrative
interpretation of the Act in limiting the
definition of “Advisory commities’ and
also limiting coverage of “ad hoc
groups.” Another commenter favored a
specific exemption for “ad hoc groups,”
based on lestone, (The Coverage of
the Federal Advisory Committee Act, 35
Federal Bar Journal, 119). These
comments were received before the
decision in National Resources Defense
Council v. Edwards, 2 GDS § 82,070
(D.D.C., 1961). This rule reflects our
judgment that the exclusion of certain
non- meetings from the Act's
coverage is fully consistent with the
statute, its legislative history, and
fudicial interpretstion. The need for this
neij:na? was recently recognized in
National Anti-Hunger Coalition, et al. v.
Executive Committee of the President’s
Private Sector Survey on Cost Control,
et al,, Civil Action No. 82-3592 (D.D.C.,
Feb. 24, 1983). In wrestling with FPACA's

recise language, the court stated,

he Court’s task in the absence of clear
indications in the statute or its
legislative history to the contrary, must
be to achieve a common-sense

Interpretation. Congressional concerns
must be accommodated in a manner that
produces a constitutional result, in. this
instance to leave the President with
substantial freedom to formulate policy
recommendations free from excedsive
intrusion.” The interim rule provides
guidance on those meetings between
Federal officials and non-Federal
individuals which do not fall within the
scope of the Act, and for which a charter
and consultation with GSA is not
required.

Another issue raised was whether the
Act applies to committees “utilized” by
agencies. One commenter contended
that the proposed rule failed to
distinguish committees “established” by
agencies from those “utilized” by
agencies, That commenter also believed
that the Cox decision (Center for Auto
Safety v. Cox, 580 F.2d 689 (D.C. Cir.,
1878)) would make the Act inapplicable
to “utilized” committees. GSA has
reviewed the Cox decision and does not
agree with that interpretation.
Subsequent judicial precedent supports
GSA'’s position. The interim rule does
define a “utilized” committee.

In providing guidance on those groups
and meetings not subject to FACA, and
on utilization, GSA is in general
agreement with the following
recommendation of the Administrative
Conference of the United States.

‘The most serious problems regarding the
coverage of FACA have involved the
applicability of the Act (a) to groups
convened by agencies, on an ad hoc basts,
without formal organization or structure or
continuing existence, to obtain views on
particular matters of imnmediate concern to
the agency, and (b) to privately established
groups whose advice is “utilized” by an
agency.

a. Uncertainty as to the applicability of
PACA to one-time or occasional meetings
between ad boc groups and government
officials has tended to discourage useful
contacts with the private sector. Itis
{mpractical to require such meetings to
oonform with the Act's requirements
regarding chartering, advance notice, and
structure of the committee. The
Administrative Conference believes that the
Act i» not applicable to ad hoc, unstructured,
noncontinuing groups and that GSA's
guidelines should make this clear. Coverage
of such groups would not further the purposes
of the Act. v

b. The conference believes that the
definition of “advisory committee” is limited
to committees either established by
government action or affirmatively supported
and “utilized” by the government through
fnstitutional arrangements which amount to
the adoption of the groups as & preferred
source of advice. GSA's guidelines should
make this clear.
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Thus, under the interim rule, the
President or Federal official would
““utilize” a committee when that
individual recognizes, uses, or intends to
use the committee as a preferred source
of advice on specific, identified
government policy within that
individual's scope of responsibility.
Such committees, although they may be

1, have an organizational
struclure, a stable membership and,
gen , & continuing existence. They
meet to present recommendations
ditingaishod from meetings whe
8 m m ose
-nm. respond as individuals.

While this interim rule provides
guidance and examples of meetings with
groups of individuales which are not
subject to the Act, agencies are
cautioned that the can become
subject to the Act if a pattem or “track
-record” develops whereby an agency
seeks advice from the group in such a
way that it becomes a preferred source
of advice.

Another commenter, however,
suggested that a subcommittee {s not
required to consult and charter
separately if it has functions related to
the functions of the parent committee,
and reports to the parent commitiee. The
Court’s reasoning in National Anti-
Hunger Coalition v. Executive
Committee supports the latter
thmmm dation by cmphalllzing that

e Act’s requirements apply to
committees which ﬁ advice and
recommendations to the
President or Federal official, and as
.Rpond to the parent committee.

oeliation and hastering of
consultation an [
subcommittees which appear in § 101~
6.1007(a)(3) apply when a subcommittee
functions independently of the parent
committee such as reporting directly to
the President or agency official rather
than to the parent committee.

Another commenter, on behalf of 2
consortium of ?et;to and local lnt;reat
groups, requested an administrative
exemption from FACA coverage for
State and local officials and their

tatives. Although this comment
has merit, GSA has concluded this
sxemption would require amendment of
the Act.
One commenter suggests that there be
o definition of “meeting” so it would be
clear when an agency must comply with

108

procedures under the Act. Itis GSA's
position that informal meetings or
gatherings of advisory committee
members in which substentive
committee business is discussed are
subject to the provisions of the Act.
GSA recognizes the administrative
difficulty in this area and has concluded
that the sponsoring agency can best
determine whether a specific gathering
of advisory committee members
constitutes an advisory committee
meeting. GSA believes, however, that
meetings of two or more advisory
committee members convened to gather
information or conduct research for the
committtee to analyze relevant issues
and facts, or to draft option papers for
consideration by the advisory
committee do not constutute a mee

of the advisory committee subject to the
requirements of the Act, National Anti-
Hunger Coalition v. Executive
€ommittee, supra.

Several commenters raised questions
as to GSA's role in the establishment of
advisory committees. Some commenters
objected to the requirement for GSA
concurrence before an agency head can
establish, use, or renew an advisory
commitee under general agency
authority,

We recognize the sensitive nature of
this cular issue, that is, the role to
be played by GSA in the establishment
of an advisory committee. GSA is fully
aware that an agency head, not GSA,
“determines as a matter of formal
record” {(after consultation with the
Administrator) that the establishment of
an advisory committee is “in the public
interest in connection with the
performance of duties imposed on that
agency by law.”

Hlowever, GSA is responsible for “all
matters relsting to advisory committees™
{sUsC . [) and & meaningful rather
than a pro forma consultation role is
necessary to fulfill this responsibility.
This conclusion is reinforced by the
language in sec. 9(a)(2) of FACA, which
provides that an advisory committee
Sonunliaion procese has taker,place. In
consultaion process has taken place.
the absence of direction in
either FACA or its legislative history as
to what precisely is meant by the word
“consultation,” it is incumbent on GSA
to determine the parameters of this

process.

We have concluded to follow the
consultative process as it has been
performed, in the beginning by OMB and
then by GSA. GSA wil), therefore,
continue the practice of giving
notification of “concurrence/
nonconcurrence” {n consultations
received from agencies.

We do not view or interpret the words
“concur/nonconcur” as implying a veto
power by GSA over a determination
which properly rests in the head of
another agency. Rather, we interpret the
word “concur” as meaning that GSA
agrees the establishment of a particular
committee is in accord with the terms
and spirit of FACA. Conversely, a
nonconcurrence would indicate GSA's
opinion that the establishment of a
committee is not in accord with FACA.

GSA also believes that its notification
of “"conicurrence/nonconcurrence” to an
agency head is a logical way to

_complete the consultation process. Such

notification is GSA's means of letting
the agency head know that the
consultation process has been fulfilled.

In the final analysis, a
nonconcurrence by GSA would not
legally prevent an agency from
establishing a particular committee.
However, GSA in discharging its
oversight function of advisory
committees intends to prepare and
submit periodic reports to the President,
OMB, and the Congress. Our
nonconcurrence in any advisory
committee, therefore, would be included
in these

GSA also intends to watch for
situations in which agencies might
redefine or restructure ry
committees in such a way as {0 exclude
them from the Act's coverage and
requirements. GSA will analyze these

_situationa to determine if an ageuncy is

elevating form over substance to
disguise an advisory committee which
should comply with the Act. I this is the
case, GSA recommend that such
groups are chartered and operate in
accordance with the Act. In situations
where GSA and the sponsoring agency

concurrence would be implied. We have
not included this suggestion in this rule
on the grounds that it is not practical.
When GSA receives an agency
consultation letter, it gathers pertinent
information to assess the need for the
committee. Occasionally, certain
information is not evailable or provided
within a specified time period. To allow
a committee to come into being without
that information would not be in the
public interest. This interim rule
provides that GSA will respond to an
agency consultation letter within 15
days, if possible.
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Another commenter raised the
question of the role of the OMB budget
examiner in the consultation process.
The budget examiner’s role has been
integral to the consultation process
since it began. When the function was
transferred to GSA, OMB continued to
make avatlable the assistance of budget
ax;:rcn in the consultation process.

ral commeriters objected to
langudge requiring that agencies
maintain complete documentation on
their advisory committees in a single
location on the basis that such a
requirement was administratively
excessive and unreasonable. Most of the
commenters on this issue suggest that
GSA's language follow the language in
the Act. GSA agrees and has eased this
requirement. v '

One commenter asked that the
regulation prohibit dual! and multiple
committee memberships in which one
person serves on more than one
committee in one of more agencies. That
commenter believed that such multiple
memberships should be discouraged in
the interest of providing access by a
broader number of citizens to
membership on advisory committees.
GSA believes that, if necessary,
agencies should deal with this issue in
their own regulations and procedures.

Some commenters suggested that a
definition of “Independent Presidential
Advisory Committee” be included in
order to make clear which Presidential
advisory committees receive
administrative support from the
Administrator of General Services. GSA
agrees with this suggestion and has
included a definition of an independent -
PAC. The duties of the Chairperson of
an independent PAC are set out
separately.

Several comments were made on the
organization of the proposed rule and
the clarity of certain terms. For example,
some suggestions were offered on
alternative language to describe
“balanced membership.” GSA has
attempted to clarify in this interim rule
the guidelines for balanced membership.
The rule describes balance in terms of
specific function to be performed by a
particular committee. This is conaistent
with the language of National Anti-
hunger Coalition v. Executive
Committee, supra.

Additional Instructions

Pursuant to section 7{d) of the Act, the
Administrator after study and
consultation with the Director, Office of
Personnel Management, is to establish
guidelines with respect to uniform fair
rates of pay for comparable services for
members, staffs, and consultants of

advisory committees. The consultation
process with OPM has taken place.

. Consistent with the intent of Congress
and the President to control the costs of
administering advisory committees, the
interim rule contains a provision which
states that unleas otherwise required by
law, or when necessary to obtain
balanced membership or a particular
level of technical expertise, no member
of an advisory committee shall receive
compensation for his or her services. In
other words, unless an exception
applies, compensation shall be set at

zero,

GSA believes that & sufficient number
of citizens of all backgrounds and
qualifications can be found to provide
advice and recommendations to the
Federal Government through voluntary
service on advisory committees.

The interim rule does provide for the
reimbursement of necessary travel
expenses and per diem, as well as a
mechanism where agencies may engage
consultants to serve as members of
advisory committees when this is
necessary to acquire certain technical
expertise or balanced membership that
cannot be satisfied solely through the
appointment of noncompensated
members. However, it is the
responsibility of each agency to make a
good faith effort to meet its membership
requirements on a noncompensated
basis. GSA in its oversight responasibility
will include membership information in
program reports and recommendations
which it prepares on Federal advisory
committees. The interim regulation
contains no changes to present methods
used by agencies regarding
compensation of consultants or staff
under OPM and OMB procedures.

The rules have also been amended to
reflect the change in the annual agency
réporting requirements from a calendar

ear to a fiscal year cycle brought about
Pub. L. 97-375.

Executive Order 12201

120 and applicable statutes, regulations,
and Executive Orders.

(c) Staff members. An agency may fix
the pay of each advisory committee staff
member at a rate of the General
Schedule, General Management
Schedule, or Senior Executive Service in
which the Staff member’s position
would appropriately be placed (5 U.S.C.
Chapter 51). An agency may not fix the
pay of a staff member at a rate higher
than the daily equivalent of the
maximum rate for GS-15, unless the
agency head bas determined that under
the General Schedule, General
Management Schedule, or Senior
Executive Service classification system,
the staff member's position would
appropriately be placed at a grade
higher than GS-15. This determination
must be reviewed annually by the
agency head. ,

(1) In establishing rates of
compensation, the agency head shall
comply with applicable statutes,
regulations, and Executive Orders.

{2) A staff member who is a Federal
employee shall serve with the
knowledge of the Designated Federal
Official and the approval of the
employee's direct supervisor.
